KELSEY-HIGHLANDS  NURSERY 

WHEN  AUGUST  COMES — then  is  the  time  for  planting  balled  and  burlapped  specimen 
evergreens  with  greatest  success. 

WHY?  It  is  the  season  of  root  growth.  Conifers  and  Broadleaf  Evergreens  have  usu- 
ally finished  their  normal  top  growth  by  August  1st,  and  then  begins  root  activity.  Sap 
action  has  slowed  down  above  ground,  except  for  a ripening  process  and  bud  making,  but 
is  doing  double  time  below  the  surface. 

ALMOST  A YEAR’S  GROWTH  MAY  BE  EARNED  by  August  and  September  planting  over 
waiting  till  Spring,  for  the  root  system  becomes  well  established  in  the  new  location,  and 
the  proper  physical  contact  with  the  soil  insured ; there  is  no  check  in  growth  the  next 
season,  as  is  often  the  case  in  Spring  Planting,  where  it  takes  some  time  for  the  Trans- 
plant to  ‘‘get  ready”  for  growth.  So  August  and  early  September  have  proved  to  be  the 
best  time  for  transplanting  and  establishing  Specimen  Evergreens,  including  the 

CONIFER  GROUP 

Firs,  Spruces,  Hemlocks,  Pines,  Yews,  Redcedars,  Junipers,  Arborvitaes  and  Cypress. 

BROADLEAF  GROUP 

Rhododendrons,  Kalmias,  Leucothoe,  Rose  Daphne,  Leiophyllum,  Andromedas,  etc.
